Board to Grant Certain Re- 
quests to Insure Abolition of 
Grade Crossings. 


TO VACATE STREETS 





Companies Favor Viaduct 
Plan—Board Wants Coun- 
cil Action Deferred. 


A policy of “give and take” will gov- 
ern the Board of Public Improvements 


in dealing with the railroads in regard 
to grade crossings, according to a state- 
ment made Friday to a Post-Dispatcn 
reporter by a member of the Board 
whose name cannot be made public. 

This means that the city will make 
certain concessions in the way of vacat: 
ing street, the member stated, and in 
return will demand that the railroads 
build, at their own expense, either via- 
ducts or subways to carry their tracks 
across. 

Railroads Favor Viaducts. 

Ninety per cent of the railroads, it Is 
said, favor the viaduct plan. It is esti- 
mated that it will cost $3,000,000 to abol- 
ish ail the important grade crossings. 

President Reber of the Board says it 
is highly desirable that all action in 
the City Council regarding grade cross- 
ings be deferred until the Board can 
complete the gathering of data, as au- 
thorized by the Council, and. present 
a comprehensive plan for abolishing all 
important grade crossings. 

The Board already has considered the 
crossings at. Ewing,- Compton, Theresa 
and Spring avenues, at Tower Grove 
and at Hager road, but has further in- 
quiries to make regarding those at 
Gravois avenue, South Broadway, Union, 
De Baliviere and Delmar avenues. 

Wants Council Action Defended, 

A bill reported favorably a week ago, 
to come up for a vote Friday afternoon, 
requires the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion and the Missouri Pacific, Wabash 
and Frisco railroads to abolish the grade 
crossings at Ewing and Compton ave- 
nues. Pressure was brought to bear on 
Councilman Drew, chairman of the 
Railroad Committee, to have this vote 
go ever until the Board could present 
its report covering the entire subject. 
‘It is understeod that the Terminal is 
willing to pay its share of the expense 
in doing away with the crossings at 
these avenues, but the three trunk lines 
are helding off for terms more favor- 
able to themselves. 


EAD NEGRO Ii 
FOUND IN HOME 
OF COCAINE KING 


While two deputy constables were re- 
moving the effects of Omar A. Willis, 
known to the police as the ‘Cocaine 
King,”’ from a building at 400 South 
Main street, Friday, they discovered the 
dead body of Fred Williams, a negro, 
lying on a mushroom bed in the base- 
ment. 

Willis, whe made a fortune of $60,000 
selling cocaine to the negroes, the po- 
lice say, has returned to his home in 
Cairo, Ill., where his father, a reputable 
physician, lives. The police do not know 
how the negro met his death, but think 
he died from an overdose of cocaine. 

Two weeks ago Williams and several 
other negroes raised a fund of $2 to buy 
cocaine from Dr. Richard D. Hudson 
of 724 Clark avenue. Williams was sent 
in to buy the drug. The other negroes 
accused him of holding out 50 cents’ 
worth of the cocaine, and in a fight 
that followed Williams was stabbed in 
the neck, 

He was sent to the City Hospital, but 
soon was discharged as cured. He was 
33 years old and lived in East 8t. 
Louis. 





In going through the Main street 


house the constables found five negroes 
and one white man, all under the ef- 
fects of the drug. 

Willis formerly kept drug stores at 
Eleventh and Pine streets and Seventh 
and Carr streets. The police say he 
made a moderate fortune while he had 
the drug stores, but became addicted to 
the use of cocaine and lost his money. 

The negro, “Asia Bob,’’ who cut Wil- 
liams during the fight, has been ar- 
rested. 


JAPANESE TRADE EXCURSION 
PARTY TO VISIT’ ST. LOUIS 


The Japanese trade excursion party 
which will make a tour of the United 
States next autumn will be in St. Louis 
two days, according to Associated Press 
dispatehes Friday. The party will be 
composed of 30 leading business men and 
trade experts of Japan headed by 
Baron Shibusawa.

Eakins, who Mrs. Holston deciared 
had shot her, was on the Hattlesburz 
train with the dying woman, opeing 
chained to a seat in the negro coach. 

After recelving the three wounds, the 
\woman fell, but quickly arose and ran 
screaming from the church. As sgsne 
reached the road the assassin fired at 
her again, but missed her. By this time 
a dozen men had rushed from the 
church, and Eakins, whom they posi- 
tively identified, fled. 

The officials were netified and eight 
negroes, headed by a Deputy Sheriff, 
went in pursult. He was captured 
without resistance. He says he was 
hired to do the killing and had followed 
the woman from town te town on her 
lecture tour.

Half-Sailor. 


CATTLE ySHIP FOR HIM 


Must Carry Water for Animals 
and Wash Dishes—But 
It Is Free. 


James Eads How, the “hobo million- 
aire,” will work his way across the At- 
lantic for his summer vacation in Eu- 
rope. It is likely that, while abroad, he 
will establish branches of the Brother- 
hood Welfare Association among the

Mr. How is the only hobo who has 
his name fin the St. Louis blue book, 
will tend cattle for his ocean passage. 
This position on a cattle ship is regard- 
ed as very rough work, and for that 
reason it ig aiways an easy matter to 


Secure work of the kind. 

Mr. How wil) be the first St. Louls 
man of wealth to tend cattle in return 
for transportation across the Atlantic. 

On a cattle ship the animals are con- 
fined in peng on two lower decks. The 
attendants are required to give them all 
the care and attention that beef cattle 
get on land, but conditions aboard ship, 
together with the accommodations pro- 
vided for the cattle tenders are inferior 
to the average condition of a herder or 
@ farm or a ranch. 

Must Carry Water and Food. 

All water and food must be carried 
to the animals, and, as there are no 
more men than are absolutely needed 
to do the work, a great deal of heavy 
labor falis on each tender aboard the 
ship. 

In addition to feeding the animals, the 
tenders are required to keep the pens 
in fit condition, to make the straw bed- 
dings for the cattle and to catch and 
confine them when they break loose in 
rough weather. 

When not feeding steers or restoring 
order when the creatures break loose 
and become panicky, the cattle tenders 
sleep in wooden bunks, arranged like 
sheives, three or four in a tier. 

Wash Own Dishes. 

The cattle tenders receive their food 
at the same galley with the crew. They |? 
have no table, but find seats wherever 
they can and sit with their tin plates on 
their knees while they dispoge of the 
food provided. Then they wash their 
own dishes and lay them aside until an- 
other meal is announced.

$100,000 Estate Depends 
on Date of Birth. 


QUESTION. IN. DISPUTE 


Husband in Getting License 
Said Bride Was 25, She 
Says She Was 18. 


A desire on the part of the late Alfred 
Scannell, Jeather manufacturrer, to have 
it appear that there was not a wide dif- 
ference between his age and that of his 
wife, Mrs. Margaret Scannel, when he 
got the marriage license in 1891 at the 
City Hall, may cost Mrs. Scanne@i about 
$12,000 in the distribution of his real 
estate, valued at $100,000. 

Mrs. Scannell said her husband was 
‘in the forties.’’ 

Mrs. Scannell, who lives at 4334 West 
Pine boulevard, brought suit to parti- 
tion her dead husband’s real estate in 
order that it could be sold and the 
money distributed among the heirs. She 
named as defendants Mrs. Emma 
Schwarz, Mrs. Elizabeth Hoagland, Mrs. 
Charlotte Matteson, Alfred Scannell and 
Jane Scannell, children of Mr. Scannell 
by a former marriage. The case was 
tried Thursday before Judge McQuillin 
and decision was reserved. 


Suit of Friendly Nature. 
The suit is of a friendly nature, but 


Attorney Oscar Buder, representing the 
defendants, contends that the widow 
should receive as her life interest, with 
the “Carlisle insurance table of mor- 
tality’’ as the standard, a sum in ac- 
cordance with her age appearing in the 
marriage license. The document showed 
her to be 2 at the time of the marriage. 
This would make her 43 now. 

This would mean, Mr. Buder says, a 
reduction of at least $12,000 in the wid- 
ow’s share. His clients would be the 
beneficiaries. 

On the witness stand Mrs. Scannel de- 
clared that she is only 38 now, and that 
while she was unable to find a record 
of her birth at New Orleans, where 
she supposed she was born, her mother 
had always told her she was born in 
1871, 

“My parents were in the steamboat 
business and I may have been bo 
a boat,”’ the witness sald, explaining her 
inability to find any record of her™birth 
in New Orleans. 

A copy of the marriage license was 
fintroduced in evidence. It was identi- 
fied by Recorder of Deeds Joy. 

“How old would you say Mrs. Scan- 
nell is?” asked William F. Woerner, 
her attorney. 

‘Mr. Joy appealed to the Court. “I am 
married, Your Honor, and wouldn’t like 
to answer that,’ said the witness. Mr. 
Woerner did not press him. 

Mrs. ScanneH declined to discuss the 
suit or her age Friday.

New was a wallpaper cleaner and 
worked for the La Mont Cleaning Co., 
2940 Lucas avenue. He is said to have 
relatives living in St. Louis.

The police manual, study of which has 


sent several patrolmen to insane asy- 
lums, is to be revised. Some of the 
questions in the catechism section re- 
quiring answers as long as Hamlet's 
Soliloquy are to be obliterated. Others 
are to be shortened. The patrolmen are 
elated at the prospect of easier les- 
sons. 

The Revision Committee will be com- 
posed of Police Commissioners Teich- 
mann and Bland and Chief Creecy. They 
will begin work after the vacation 
season. The committee’s work will be 
thorough and police manuals of every 
large city will be inspected before any 
changes are made. 

The present police manual was re- 
vised in 1902 by Harry B. Hawes, the 
president of the Police Board. It is 
known as the Hawes manual. 

One question in the present manual 
calls for an answer containing 400 words. 
Every policeman must learn that an- 
Swer as well as all the others, by heart. 
It is the answer to the question, ‘“‘what 
constitutes manslaughter?’’ There are 
four degrees of manslaughter describ- 
ing every character of killing excepting 
murder in the first and second degrees. 

Forms of punishment prescribed by the 
present manual for infractions of rules 
will be changed and resolutions adopted 
by former boards will be rescinded. It 
is understood that in many instances the 
form of punishment will be modified.

Time and again, the neigh- 
bors say, the boy wag soundly whipped 
for crossing the street and p'aying on 
the lawn in front of the little church. 

Except for tl.is, Mrs. Day, a frail lit- 

tle woman, was generally regarded as 
an exceptionally fond and devotei moth- 
er. 
Yesterday was anniversary day in 
Brooklyn when the Sunday scboc! chil- 
dren march. Henry hud asked -his 
mother a week ugo if he might noz take 
part in the big parade. He told bis 
playmates sorrowfully «nat permission 
had been denied. But yesterday morn- 
ing the mother told him she had 
changed her mind and would let him go 
just this once. 


Tragedy as Parade Approaches. 
A big brass band came playing down 


the street just before 1 o’clock. Win- 
dows were thrown up all along the 
street, the children forgot their games 
and crowded out to the curb to “‘fall in”’ 
behind the musicians who were to head 
their parade. 

Suddenly the Day boy appeared in the 
open window on the second story of his 
home and shouted an unintelligible cry 
to His comrades below. Even as they 
looked up they saw him _ suddenly 
grasped from behind and jerked out of 
sight. -An instant later his screams of 
terror rose shrill above the music of the 
band. 

Policeman Morf started on a run to- 
ward the house. The musicians stopped 
in confusion, the children huddled to- 
gether instinctively, all eyes were cen- 
tered on the open window through 
which the now decreasing cries were 
coming. 


Tries to Leap From Window. 
Suddenly Mrs. Day,. blood streamigg 


down her face from a half dozen self- 
inflicted wounds, appeared in the win- 
dow, a knife grasped in each hand. She, 
too, was shrieking, and as the crowd 
gazed at her, horror-stricken, she 
plunged both weapons again and again 
into her breast. 

Dropping the kni¥es she seized the edge 
of the window sill and tried to throw 
herself out into the street. She fell un- 
conscious before she could accomplish 
her purpose. 
When the policeman entered the Day 
home the boy lay in the middle of the 
room, his head almost severed from his 
body. The knife with whic! his mother 
had:attacked him lay on the floor be- 
side his body. 

The woman is mortally wounded.

DOG DISCLOSES CRIME 





Five Cents Given Lad to 
Guard Dismembered Victim 
on New York Sidewalk. 





NEW YORK. June 1i.—Quickly follow- 
ing the positive identification of the dis- 
membered parts of a man’s body found 
in two sacks left in front of the public 


school at Henry and Oliver streets, as 
that of Samuel Bersin of 222 East Ninety- 
eighth street, the missing head was 
found under an arch of the Brooklyn 
Bridge at Vandewater and Rose streets 
this morning. 

Then there came developments which 
proved to the minds of the police that 
Bersin had been killed over a woman, 
and that his slayers were some of the 
East Side gangsters, and the Black Hana 
marks were merely a childish raise to 
mislead the police. 

Bersin had been expecting trouble be- 
cause of his attentions to this woman. 
He made his home with a family named 
Kronbloom. Two of his sisters, Mrs. 
Esther Jacobson and Mollie Bersin, and 
a brother, Solomon Bersin, live at 180 
East l0lst street, and the story they 
told the police brought the name of a 
young woman into the mystery. 

Bersin was in love with a girl named 
Jennie Siegel, and last Saturday night 
he visited a fortune teller, who told him 
the girl had another suitor and that he 
was in danger. 

The last seen of him by his landlady, 
Mrs. Kronbloom, was Wednesday morn- 
ing at 6 o’clock, when he left the house 
in an excited condition, saying he had 
an engagement. 

Girl Breaks Engagement, 

Jennie Siegel lives with a married sis- 
ter, Mrs. Hinder, who said Jénnie had 
been engaged to Bersin, but had broken 
the engagement three weeks ago because 
Sam was associating with bad charac- 
ters. The pair had a violent quarrel. 

Mrs. Hinder says Bersin was of a very 
violent temper and was frequently 
hreatening Jennie when other men came 
near her. 

Bersin’s identity was traced through 
the laundry mark on his shirt. 

For nearly two hours the bun- 
dies containing Bersin’s body lay 
on the sidewalk unnoticed by the 
passing crowds, and guarded by a 14- 
year-old boy: who had been e:nployed to 
watch them by an unidentified man. Yet 
each package, wrapped in black  oil- 
cloth, was marked “Black Hand’ in 
hold lettering—one in blue chalk and 
the other {fn what was evidently blood 

Within twe hours after the discovery 
of the body the entire Italian Detective 
Bureau, directed by Capt. Arthur 
Carey,"and reinforced by a dozen head- 
quarters men were at work. 

One package contained the torso. and 
the other the lower halt of the body. 

Jewelry Is Missing. 

Two diamond rings, which Bersin had 
been wearing and whatever money he 
had. ara missing. 

A knife wound in the right side of 
the chest marked where the death blow 
had struck. Another in the palm of 
the left hand indicated that in a fight 
for life the Goomed man had clutched 
the assassin’s knife blade. 

Evidences were plentiful that the mur- 
derer or murderers had made haste to 
cut up the victim's bedy. They had 
not even taken time to remove any of 
the clothing save the coat and shoes. 
Seemingly they had decapitated the 
dead man with an ax or heavy biaded 
knife and then severed the legs with an 
ordinary saw. In performing this op- 
eration the murderer had cut right 
through the clothing. 

Bey Guards Bundles, 

Practically all the police had to work 
upon was the story told by the boy, who 
had been hired to watch the packagés. 
He is Joseph Tataro of 31 Hamilton 
street. 

The boy was standing at Catharine 
and Madison streets, he said, when he 
noticed a man coming from the direc- 
tion of the Catharine street ferry. His 
attention was caught by the fact that 
the man was staggering under the 
weight of two big black bundles which 
he carried, one on each shoulder. 

The crime was undoubtedly commit- 
ted within a few blocks of where the 
head and body were left by the mur- 
derers. A house-to-house canvass of 
certain districts in that territory is now 
under way. 

From the precipitate haste with which 
the murderers got rid of the body, it is 
believed that they abandoned the place 
where they cut it up, and that all the 
traces of the dismemberment will be 
found there. 

An examination of the remains by 
Coroner's Physician Lehane today 
shows that death was caused by loss 
of blood resulting from a stab wound in 
the neck.

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BABIES ARE GETTING FAT|,, 
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The twin baby girls of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Buechier, who was found dying of 
starvation and neglect in a locked room 
at 1006 Missouri avenue, have excited 


the wonder of mothers who have seen 
them in the City Hospital. They are 
more than 2 weeks old now and, despite 
the hardships they experienced right 
after their entry into the world, they 
are thriving and growing prettier every 
day. 

When the mother was taken to the 
City Hospital the babies were placed in 
They began to 
gain strength at once, but the mother 
grew steadily weaker and died two days 
later. With the mother and twins was 
another child, Otto, 10 years old. He 
was taken to the home of Mrs. Nich- 
olas Marcha, 2232 Chouteau avenue, 
whose husband admitted to the police 
that he was the father of the twins. 

Otto told the police and the physi- 
cians at the hospital that neither he nor 
his mother had had any food for four 
days when they were found in the 
locked room. The hospital physicians 
think it remarkable that the twins 





should have lived when thelr mother 
was starving at the time they were 
born. 

The twins are under the care of Miss 
Julia McCorbrey, a nurse in the chil- 
dren’s ward. The wee orphans have 
become great favorites among the nurses, 
who have given them the names “Giro- 
fle’ and Girofla,” in emory of a. 
comic opera in which 
starred several years ago. There were 
twin giris in the opera who looked ex- 
actly alike, and who could only be, 
told apart by the ribbons they wore, 
who had the names given by the nurses 
to the Buechier babies. 

The City Hospital management will 
permit the babies to remain until they 
are two or three months old and the 
critical period of their first weeks of 
life is passed. Then they will be sent 
to St. Ann’s Foundling Asylum. The 
hospital physicians would recommend 
that the children be turned over to 
anyone who could offer them a suitable 
home, but the rules of the hospital for- 
bid that institution sending orphan ¢chil- 
dren anywhere but to some institutional 
home.

The en- 
gineers. themselves unconsciously demonstrate 
the, folly of their position by their statement 
concerning the draft of lake vessels and the 
depth of water in the canals and harbors of the 
lake waterway. The present depth of these canals 


at the demand of commerce. The transportation 
interests have unceasingly insisted upon and ob- 
tained deeper channels for the lake traffic as a 
necessary condition for the profitable and effi- 
cient handling of traffic. 

The people and the commercial interests of the 
Mississippi Valley and of the lake region. mod- 
estly ask only 14 feet of water to the Gulf in 
order that river cOMmerce May enjoy in some 
measure the facilities and advantages for cheap 
transportation enjoyed by the lake commerce. 

We call attention to the follies and futilities of 
the engineers’ arguments against the commercial 
value of a 14-foot channel merely to emphasize 
their lack of jurisdiction in that field. The im- 
portant part of the report is the conclusion cf 
the Bixby survey report, sustained by the review- 
ing engineers, that the project is feasible and 
that it will cost about $158,000,000 to construct 
and $6,810,000 annually to maintain.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


Something ought to be done to check the epidemics 
of infectious and contagious diseases in our city. 
We, as physicians, and the Health Department, are 
doing our duty, but it is my opinion that the laity 
need education along the lines of prophylaxis, or 
the prevention of and the spread of disease, espe- 
cially now while measles, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tuberculosis, etc., are ravaging all 
ages and races in the city. Too many people look 
upon many ofthese diseases with indifference, think- 
ing them not serious and of little importance. Too 
many people undertake the treatment of these dis- 
eases themselves or go to some unscrupulous drug 
clerk or pharmacist to obtain advice and medicine. 
Of course we will admit he has a knowledge of 
drugs, their dose and perhaps their action, Dut he in- 
variably makes a wrong diagnosis and of course 
givés wrong treatment.

At the precise moment of this massing 
of the eight Zeppelin dirigibles the full 
fire of the English squadron’s “Ingram 
current’”’ was concentrated upon them. 

When it ceased an instant later there 
Was no longer an object of attack. 

The Zeppelin aerial battleship fleet, 
Kalser Wilhelm’s one weapon of ad- 
vantage in his war for the conquest of 
England, had been wiped out of exist- 
ence.

Policy Applied For TwoWeeks 
Before Murder Was Not 
Delivered.

EGAN’S SALOON RECORD 








Place Frequented by “Rats” 
Has Been Closed Several 
Times by Commissioner. 





Threats by ‘“‘Egan’s Rats” against the 
life of Fred H. Mohrle (the Yellow Kid) 
reached the ears of an inspector for the 
John Hancock Life Insurance Co., and 
the policy which the Yellow Kid ap- 
plie¢ for two weeks before he was shot 
and killed by Thomas (Red Mike) Kane 
was held up. 


Mrs. Mohrle was under the impression, 
until Friday, that she was entitled te 
250 on a policy taken out on her hus- 
band’s life and made payable to her. 
Then she learned that Mohrle’s policy 
had not been issued on account of the 
threats made against him. 

Policy itn Pocket, She Says. 

At the time Mohrle applied for a pol- 
icy an application was made also in 
Mrs. Mohrle’s name and that policy 
was delivered to her. She says the 
agent had Mohrle’s insurance contract 
in his pocket when he delivered hers, 
but that he did not leave it with her. 

The second degree murder indictment 
against Mohrle would not have prevent- 
ed him from getting the policy, agents 
for the company say. 


SALOON KNOWN AS “EGAN’S” 
HAS HAD A STORMY GAREER 


In tnvestigating the record of the sa- 
loon at the corner of Carr street and 
Broadway, known as Egan’s saloon, Ex- 
cise Commissioner Caulfield discovered 
that the place is conducted under a li- 
cense issued to Mike Kinney, the Con- 
stable who employed Thomas Kane, 
slayer of Fred Mohrle, at the time of 
the tragedy in the Four Courts. 

Mr. Caulfield instructed Capt. Schoppe 
of the Carr Street Police Station to 
make a complete report to him about 
the character of the saloon and the men 
who frequent it. Since the murder of 
Mohrle, Egan has painted his name off 
the wall of the saloon. 

The saloon has always been known 
as Egan’s and the rendezvous of 
“Egan’s Rats,’’ but survey of the rec- 
ords shows. that, while he conducted 
the place, the license has been in the 
names of other men, and that it has 
had a stormy career. 

Jan. ll, 190, Egan was summoned 
to appear before Excise Commissioner 
Seibert to answer to the charge of con: 
ducting a disorderly place which har- 
bored dangerous characters. Mulvihill 
succeeded Seibert shortly afterward, 
and in April, 1905, he dismissed the 
charges. 

July 16, 190, Egan was again cited to 
appear on the same charges and Capt. 
Johnson of the Carr Street Police Sta- 
tion wrote a letter to the Commissioner 
in which he said that Egan’s saloon 
was the meeting place of the ‘Rats,”’ 
and that it did business in violation 
of the Sunday closing law. He said 
that jt was Egan’s practice to keep from 
two to six men as lookouts all the time 
to give warning against the police, and 
that when his men went there they were 
repelled by Jimmy Collins, alias “Jimmy 
the Kat.” 

July 23 the license was revoked, but in 
Septernber it was granted again to John 
Golden. 

Oct. 8 the license was revoked because 
the saloon was conducted in a disorder- 
ly manner, but later was issued to Tom 
Owens, and again revoked July 17, 1907. 

Capt. O'Malley, then in charge of the 
Carr Street Police Station, wrote to the 
Excise Commissioner complaining about 
the character of the saloon and about 
“Jimmy the Rat’’ and the license was 
again revoked. Within a we®k the place 
was opened again under a license issued 
to Mike Kinney, with Tom Egan in 
charge. 

Kane was visited in jail Thursday by 
Tommy Egan, after whom ‘“Egan’s 
Rats’’ are named. Egan and Kane held 
a long whispered conversation through 
the wire screen that separates the cor- 
ridor from the prisons’ room. 

After Egan left the jail two sisters of 
Kane visited him, and a man unknown 
to the jail guards. 

Kane occupies cell No. 20, in a separate 
division of the jail from the cell of Wil- 
liam Wright. 

Friday Chief Deputy Jailer John Wit- 
ter had a talk with Kane and asked 
him if he was going to be “good,” or 
was going to make trouble for the 
guards. Kane replied that it was his 
ambition to make a model prisoner. 


CHIEF CREECY WARNED THAT 
TERRIBLE GANG IS AFTER HIM 


Chief. of Police Creecy received a let- 
ter Friday, signed “From a Friend,” 
informing him that the “terrible gang” 

- 
responsible for the death of Fred (Yellow 
Kid) Mohrile are threatening his (Cree- 
cy’s) life. 

The letter is written on white paper, 
with blue and red linés through it. The 
handwriting is almost illegible and the 
words are spelled badly. The writer 
tels Chief Creecy that he overheard a 
conversation to the effect that certain 
of the “gang” leaders are plotting to 











“get him.” 


A postscript reads: “Put this in the 
Post-Dispatch, so I can see it and keep 
you posted.” 

Chief Creecy destroyed the communt- 
cation. 

“It was written,” he said, “by some 
irresponsible person and I will pay no 
attention to it.”

Policy Applied For Two Weeks 
Before Murder Was Not 
Delivered.

EGAN’S SALOON RECORD 





Place Frequented by “Rats” 
Has Been Closed Several 
Times by Commissioner. 


— 


Threats by “Egan's Rats” against the 
life of Fred H. Mohrle (the Yellow Kid) 
reached the ears of an inspector for the 
John Hancock Life Insurance Co., and 
the policy which the Yellow Kid ap- 
plie¢ for two weeks before he was shot 
and killed by Thomas (Red Mike) Kane 
was held up. 


Mrs. Mohrlte was under the impression, 
until Friday, that she was entitled tc 
$250 on a policy taken out on her hus- 
band’s life and made payable to her. 
Then she learned that Mohrile’s policy 
had not been issued on account of the 
threats made against him. 

Policy tn Pocket, She Says. 

At the time Mohrle applied for a pol- 
icy an application was made also in 
Mrs. Mohrle’s name and that policy 
was delivered to her. She says the 
agent had Mohrile’s insurance contract 
in his pocket when he delivered hers, 
but that he did not leave it with her. 

The second degree murder indictment 
against Mohrle would not have prevent- 
ed him from getting the policy, agents 
for the company say. 


SALOON KNOWN AS “EGAN’S” 
HAS HAD A STORMY GAREER 


In investigating the record of the sa- 
loon at the corner of Carr street and 
Broadway, known as Egan’s saloon, Ex- 
cise- Commissioner Caulffeld discovered 
that the place is conducted under a li- 
cense issued to Mike Kinney, the Con- 
stable who employed Thomas Kane, 
slayer of Fred Mohrle, at the time of 
the tragedy in the Four Courts. 

Mr. Caulfield instructed Capt. Schoppe 
of the Carr Street Police Station to 
make a complete report to him about 
the character of the saloon and the men 
who frequent it. Since the murder of 
Mohrle, Egan has painted his name off 
the wall of the saloon.) 

The saloon has always been known 
as Egan’s and the rendezvous of 
“Egan’s Rats,”’ but survey of the rec- 
ords shows that, while he conducted 
the place, the license has been in the 
names of other men, and that it has 
had a stormy career. 

Jan. 11, 19%, Egan was summoned 
to appear before Excise Commissioner 
Seibert to answer to the charge of con: 
ducting a disorderly place which har- 
bored dangerous characters. Mulvihill 
succeeded Seibert shortly afterward, 
and in April, 1905, he dismissed the 
charges. 

July 16, 190, Egan was again cited to 
appear on the same charges and Capt. 
Johnson of the Carr Street Police Sta- 
tion wrote a letter to the Commissioner 
in which he said that Egan’s saloon 
was the meeting place of the ‘Rats,’’ 
and that it did business in violation 
of the Sunday closing law. He said 
that jt was Egan’s practice to keep from 
two to six men as lookouts all the time 
to give warning against the police, and 
that when his men went there they were 
repelled by Jimmy Collins, alias “Jimmy 
the Kat.” 

July 23 the license was revoked, but in 
September it was granted again to John 
Golden. 

Oct. 8 the license wags revoked because 








‘the saloon was conducted in a disorder- 


ly manner, but later was issued to Tom 
Owens, and again revoked July 17, 1907. 

Capt. O'Malley, then in charge of the 
Carr Street Police Station, wrote to the 
Excise Commissioner complaining about 
the character of the saloon and about 
“Jimmy the Rat’ and the license was 
again revoked. Within a we®k the place 
was opened again under a license issued 
to Mike Kinney, with Tom Egan in 
charge, 

Kane was visited in jail Thursday by 
Tommy Egan, after whom ‘“Egan’s 
Rats’’ are named. Egan and Kane held 
a long whispered conversation through 
the wire screen that separates the cor- 
ridor from the prisons’ room. 

After Egan left the jail two sisters of 
Kane visited him, and a man unknown 
to the jail guards. 

Kane occupies cell No. 20, in a separate 
division of the jail from the cell of Wil- 
liam Wright. 

Friday Chief Deputy Jailer John Wit- 
ter had a talk with Kane and asked 
him if he was going to be “good,” or 
was going to make trouble for the 
guards. Kane replied that it was his 
ambition to make a model prisoner. 


CHIEF GREECY WARNED THAT 
TERRIBLE GANG IS AFTER HIM 


Chief of Police Creecy received a let- 
ter Friday, signed “From a Friend,” 
informing him that the “terrible gang” 
responsible for the death of Fred (Yellow 
Kid) Mohrie are threatening his (Cree- 
cy’s) life. 

The letter is written on white paper, 
with blue and red lines through it. The 
handwriting is almost illegible and the 
words are spelled badly. The writer 
tells Chief Creecy that he overheard a 
conversation to the effect that certain 
of the “gang” leaders are plotting to 
“get him.” 

A postscript reads: “Put this in the 
Post-Dispatch, so I can see it and keep 
you posted.” 

Chief Creecy destroyed the communt- 
cation. 

“It was written,” he said, “by some 
irresponsible person and I will pay no 
attention to it.”’

Senator Bailey of Texas is also vigor- 
ously criticised. Mr. Bryan writes, in 
art: 

It is argued by Senator Stone that 
the tariff on iron ore is a revenue 
tariff, and should be retained on that 
account. It is true that, according 
to the importations of last year, the 
Government would derive a revenue 
of semething like $250,000 at 25 cents 
a ton—some have estimated the reve- 
nue at less than that, but Senator 
Stone estimates a larger importation 
under the reduced rate, and thinks 
that the treasury may derive con- 
siderably more than $260,000 upon this 
item. 

It is true that the rate on iron ore 
is very low and would not be con- 
sidered excessive from a revenue 
standpoint, but in considering this 
question it must be remembered that 
if the duty is added to the price of 
domestic raw material it will mean 
a very much larger tax upon the con- 
sumer—a tax which does not go into 
the Treasury at all, but into the 
pockets of the owners of the domestic 
product. Can a Democrat justify such 
a tariff as a revenue tariff? 

The most serious question to con- 
sider in connection with the duty on 
iron ore is whether the duty would 
help the Steel Trust or hurt it. 

It will be necessary for those 
Democrats who voted for the tariff 
eon iron ore to become defenders of 
the Steel Trust, and te insist that 
it is not a trust, or that it at least 
has not a monopoly of iron ore. It 
is a pity that we must lose the aid 
of these Democrats in our fight 
against the Steel Trust. 

The Democrats of the rank and 
file have a right to expect that their 
representatives will consider.the &f- 
fect of their votes in strengthening 
or weakening the public confidence in 
the party. 

The article closes with an invitation 
to Senator Stone to reply to the charge 
of violating Democratic principles.

New York Alienist Defends 
Use of Beer Under Proper 
Regulations.

THINKS IT’ BENEFICIAL 


Declares Many Opponents of 
Alcohol Are Intemperate 
in Other Ways. 


NTEREST has been aroused by a 
| Speech delivered by Dr. Allan Mc- 
Lane Hamilton, the noted New 
York alienist, before the National Con- 
vention of Brewers at Atlantic City, 
J. Dr. Hamilton’s recognized authority 
as a medical expert makes his talk on 
the use of alcoholic beverages. The fol- 
lowing is a resume of the most striking 
portions of Dr. Hamilton's speech: 
There is an order in the affairs of 
men always exasperating to the reform- 
sr who would change in a day a condi- 
tion of things that has practically en- 


dured for all time. For instance, the 
making and drinking of alcohol is 


known to have existed for at least thir- 
ty centuries, according to available his- 
torical data. It has persisted despite 
the experiences of 2000 years, notwith- 
standing all the misery and disease it 
has caused, but it is to be assumed that 
there is a reason for all this tenacity— 
and possibly the benefits after all may 
have outbalanced the evils in some way 
we do not fully understand. 


While no one is more cognizant than 





the consumption of large quantities ef 
alcoho] as a habit, he agrees with eth- 
erg that it may be taken in moderation 
throughout life, not only without injury, 
but under certain circumstances with 
positive benefit, and so long as_ the 
quantity does not exceed the equivalent 
of one and one-half or two ounces of 
absolute alcohol, it is Innocuous. This 
is a very moderate figure, indeed, when 
we turn to the estimation of Sarke and 
others who are far more liberal. 

Dr. Osler, whose misquoted speech has 
caused all of us over #4 so. much un- 
easiness, says in this connection: “In 
moderation, wine, beer and spirits may 
be taken throughout life without im- 
pairing the general health.” 


As to what constitutes moderation, a 
difference of opinion has always existed 
and will probably never be settled. 

A person whe drinks from day to day 
should take a regular amount of ex- 
ercise, eat and drink moderately, keep 
an account of any change in weight and 
notice an increase, if any, In his girth, 
when he can reduce the consumption. 

What is known as the “index of capa- 
city’’ for alcohol, is of course variable, 
and depends upon many other things, 
among them the special nervous organ- 
ization.

Many of those who disclaim ‘most 
bitterly against alcohol are addicted to 
the excessive use of coffe and tea, of 
which the domestic consumption is very 
large. Both, of course, contain caffein 
and under certain conditions are in a 
way worse than alcohol, unless the 
latter be drank to excess. 

For reasons that have stood the test 
of time, all people of whom we have 
heard have indulged in the products of 
alcoholic fermentation, the savage and 
the civilized alike; and its use seems 
almost instinctive. In a measure it may 
be said even to run parallel with the 
evolution of religion. 

Dr. Hamilton then cited France and 
Japan as countries where the evil ef- 
fects of aleohol had diminished as beer 
became more popular at the expense 
of absinthe and sake, the national 
drinks. He then continued: 

In Bavaria, where the annual per 
capita consumption of beer is about 69 
gallons, and where distilled liquors are 
yittle used, alcoholism is practically 
unknown and the use of alcohol is only 
in these district where wine and malt 
liquors are not readily obtainable. 

A total of 92.4 grammes in a quart 
shows that beer is more than a bever- 
age; it is really both food and drink. 

It does not do, however, to unre- 
servediy recommend the use of alco- 
hol in any of its forms, for there are 
many individuals who should be very 
careful, or refrain from it altogeth- 
er. These are the persons with tem- 


peramental peculiarities—those of 
psychopathic or neurotic predisposi- 


tions, or who suffer from existing dis- 


eases of the nervous system or who} 


are syphilitic. 

In considering the moderate use of 
alcohol, we know that its effects up- 
on the normal individual are not in- 
jurious and that he may use it in- 
definitely without harm; in fact, after 
50 it is almost a necessity to many 
who have worked hard in previous 
years and are beginning to show the 
effects of age. 

There are others to whom reference 
has been made who should avoid it, 
no matter in what form or in what 
amount. As a rule it is these people 
who become periodical drunkards and 
who suffer for the sins of their an- 


| cestors. 


It is a matter of improbability 
whether beer can produce any serious 
disease of the nervous system—even 
if taken in large quantities. Of 
course, it contributes to the disease of 
metabolism, just as immoderate and 
improper eating would do, thag burden 
the power of assimilation. 

It has been my experience that bad 
cooking and the use of poor and indi- 
gestible food has led many men to the 
habitual and excessive use of drink. The 
efforts of those who work for ‘temper- 
ance, therefore, might be as well direct- 
ed in this channel, and attempts should 
be made not only to brighten the homes 
and ameliorate the dismal surroundings 
of tnost of the workingmen, but to en- 
force the tenement house laws. 

The tendency here is very much like 
it is in London; the day of rest is a day 
of inaction and torpor, and a premium 
is certainly put. upon secret drinking.

Headed by the firemen, 
the crew demanded to be put ashore or 
to be allowed to launch a boat. The 
officers refused, and when the men be- 
came extremely ugly threatened them 
with revolvers. 

The day dawned thick and murky. The 
wind had shifted to the northeast. Ther« 
was a heavy swell running that broke 
in huge clouds of spray over the Lopez.
